THK YEAR'S WORKING. 


The Chairman's remarks at the general 
mecting last year’ prepared you in -some 
measure for an unsatisfactory result from 
our operations for the year 1993, and tho 
misgivings he then had bavo unfortunate- 
ly been justified, During the year -the 
production of timber was increased to the 
extent of about 168,000 cibic feet, and its 
cost. was slightly reduced as compared 
with that of the preceding year, but this 
reduction in cost bas been more than 
counterbalanced by a falling off in selling 
‘prices. The.-small profit we made on 
working, account has been swallowed up 
by the heavy depreciation we have con- 
sidered it prudent to write off, -aod we 
closed the year with a balance of £8,149 
on the wrong side of the profit and loss 
account. The main tause of the falling 
off in profits was the political situation in 
South , China, which indircctly . resulted 
in curtailment of our exports to that 
country,.as well as in our having to dis- 
pose of much of ‘our own sawn timber 
at unremunerative 


tates, The lower 


‘| prices ruling throughout the'Far East for 


logs’ and ‘sawn timber not only. affected 
our sales, but also necessitated o con: 
Siderable writing down ofthe values of 
some of our.stocks, and those of you wha 
are’acquainted with trading conditions in 
the Far East will realise je Hanning 
nas been the long-drawn-out political an 
industrial unrest.. The demand for tim- 
ber in, Borneo- also declined, owing to 
adverse local trading conditions. On the 
other hand, I am gind ‘to say we' were 
able to increase considerably our ship- 
ments to. Ingland.. The engineering 
works, which have contributed to- the 


profits in past years, made ao loss during’ 


1923, and, until trade conditions improve, 
we can only hope that the reorganisation 
of the works and reduction of expendi- 
ture effected during the managing direc- 
tor’s. recent visit to Borneo will enable 
us to maintain our experienced technical 
staff and trained workmen without making 
any actual loss, ‘ . 
: THE ACCOUNTS. 

The capital expenditure incurred dur- 
ing the year amounted to £6,430, of which 
more than half was expended upon jungle 
tailways and the balance -upon the Baw: | 
mills ‘and box-making plant. This ex- 
penditure has improved the productive 
Capacity of our undertaking, although; ag 
a matter of fact, our capital assets stand

@ year previously, us.we have written off | has 


£14,020 for depreciation. This is a very 
heavy chargo upon our profits, but, as 


‘was explained last: year, it has to be
